Commissioners’ Report. 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Coos County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jail and House of Correction and other County 
officers. 

Our County Farm is under the management of Mr. 
I. EK. Bedell and Mrs. Bedell, matron, ably assisted by 
Miss Jennie Law, the institution’s nurse. The inmates 
are well fed, properly clothed, cared for, and seem well 
contented. . 

The absence of prisoners in our Jail and House of 
Correction makes the employment of extra labor unneces- 
sary to properly carry on the farm and provide fuel to 
keep our unfortunates comfortable. It is quite a propo- 
sition and reflects on our increased payroll. Your Com- 
missioners have been considering converting a part of 
the New Jail and House of Correction into a hospital, 
having modern improvements, and will probably ask the 
County delegation for an appropriation next year to 
carry on their plan. 

Our large farm is under a high state of cultivation 
and is very productive of all the things needed to prop- 
erly carry on the Almshouse. Our principal saleable 
products are,beef, pork and milk. Our farm is well 
stocked with one of the largest and best, if not the best, 
herds of Holstein cows in the State. The cows have 
earned the County several thousand dollars in the past 
year, and give promise of big increase in 1920. 
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The high cost of living has hit us hard, but all de- . 
partments have been administered as economically as 
possible and none of our wards have been neglected or 
allowed to suffer where we could administer to their 
needs. It is and has been an expensive proposition, but 
the good book tells us that the poor we shall have with 
us always, and the law and humanity says that they shall 
be provided for, so there you have it. Many of our 
outside dependents would be better off and have better 
eare at the farm, but the-law in some cases, and public 
sentiment in others, prevents the sending of them there. 

To all officials, organizations and citizens in general 
who have co-operated with and aided us in our work we 
extend our heartfelt thanks.

To the Commissioners of Coos County, 
Gentlemen : 

Conditions at Coos County Farm during the year 
1919 have been most satisfactory. The general health 
of the inmates has been excellent.
